Confront Military Power with Choice. 


There is a, general feeling that the 


next move will confront the military 
power with the choice of an uncondi- 
tional surrender, or a genuine political 
revolution In Germany, 
which will 


bring about one. 


It baa been pointed out that Presi- 


dent Wilson's inquiry to Chancellor 
Max to develop whether the Chancel- 
lor merely was speaking for the Ger- 
man leaders who have been conduct- 
ing the war probably waa skillfully 
framed to pave the way for an oppor- 
tunity to inform the German people 
directly that no covenants of peace 
can be made'with the men who have 
betrayed the world.

from the earthquake. Reports from 
the interior are coming in slowly be- 
cause of broken communications.

lives in those towns. 


Albert Michaud, a special police- 


man, told a tragic story of the burn- 
ing of Cloqutt and of the mad rush 
of Its residents to escape.

"There came 
a rush of wind and the entire town 
waa in flames. The trains pulled out 
with the fires blazing closely behind 
them.

The German battle line in France continues to bend under the 


attacks of the Entente Allies. But nowhere has it been broken. 
The enemy almost everywhere is in retreat toward new positions. 
But his retreat is orderly, and the British, French and Americans 
are being compelled \to fight their way forward slowly in the face of 
onemy machine gun detachments acting as rear guards. 


Highly important strategic positions have been wrested from the 


enemy by the British and French/while on their sector of the front, 
the Americans have further advanced their line on both sides of 
the Mouse, obtaining the objectives they sought. 


The British advance, after days of hard fighting, has brought 


them at least to the gates of Douai, which long has held back the 
British from closing in on the great bend in the line, which has Lille 
as its center and which has been considered by the military experts 
as the keystone to the German defence system through Northern 
Belgium to the sea.

The state authorities are in close 


touch With the situation -throughout 
the state and they are not as yet urg- 
ing that action be taken except tn 
communities where the conditions are 
more acute th?Ti they are here- The 
matter is being left with the local 
authorities, although in the event of 
need it is not improbable that uni- 
form action will be advised. 


It is urged, however, that all per- 


sons who manifest symptoms of the 
influenza isolate themselves at once 
and take every precaution to avoid 
spreading infection. If the more dis- 
tinct symptoms are manifest a physi- 
cian should be called at once. The 
physicians should be spared as much 
&a possible from night calls except in 
emergency cases. The number In the 
city has been reduced materially and 
they should not be overworked, lest 
we find ourselves with none available 
to care for the sick.

PROMINENT JURIST DIES. 


Judge Egbert E. Ajleswortb Expires 


Saturday Night in Portlandville. 
Egbert E. Aylesworth, a native of 


the town of Milford but for many 
years prior to 1916 a leading attorney 
of the state of Iowa, died at 11 p. m. 
on Saturday at his home ir Portland- 
ville. He had betn in falling health 
for some time but his serious illness 
was of only about ten days' duration. 
The immediate cause of death was 
heart failure. 


Judge Aylesworth was one of the 


six children and the last to survive of 
the family of tho late J'-hn and Syl- 
vina (Adams) Aylesworth. 
He was 


educated at Hartwick Seminary and 
at the Delaware Literary institute. Af- 
terwards he studied law in the office 
of Hon. Robert M. Townsend at Port- 
landville and was admitted to the bar 
in 1863. Soon after he moved to 
Council Bluffs, Iowa, where he prac- 
ticed law for many years, establishing 
a lucrative practice. He was for three 
terms Judge of tl e superior court of 
that city, being elected, thorgh a Dem- 
ocrat, in that overwhelmingly Repub- 
lican city. A few years ago he retired 
from active practice and two years 
since returned to Otsego ccunty, set- 
tling at PortlandvP.lr, where, among 
the scenes and to some extent the as-' 
sociatep of his youth, his last days 
were spent. He was a man of fine 
ability, an excellent lawyer and Judge, 
and a most upright citizen. His death 
will be deplored by all w"io knew him, 
and much in Oneonta, where many 
of his older friends resid; and where 
he was in other years a not infrequent 
guest at the home of his brother, the 
late F. D. Ayleswo-th.
